Yes, here in New Jersey every evening the 10.1 MHz band, which to the 


best of my knowledge has NO legal amateur SSB operation, is lousy with 
strong SSB signals chattering away in Spanish. I can understand enough 
Spanish to tell that these are NOT licensed amateurs, and are located in 
Central and South America. I can sometimes hear these clowns transmitting 
right on top of WWV on 10 MHz. Also, they appear to be encroaching on 14 
MHz, starting up from the bottom. When the sunspot cycle was higher, the 
lower 100 or 200 kHz of the 28 MHz band was loaded with the "hola, hola 
banda libre" crowd. These are pirate operators in countries whose 
governments obviously do not care about criminal radio operation by their 
citizens. My suspicion is that the reason the ARRL and IARU never have 
anything to say about this issue is that there really is no solution. 
Washington cannot even obtain cooperation from some of these governments on 
drug trafficking or illegal immigration, and I'm sure that keeping pirate 
operators out of amateur radio bands would be a LOW priority request.
